Hengkoug 
Government that this excessive over issu of 
coins was doing considerable injury to trade. 
Notwithstanding the diminished output, the 
discount rate has continued to fluctuate 
between seven per cent. and 12 per cent. on 
tho small silver coins, while on copper coins 
the rate has been nearer 20 per cert. 

Be it observed that this depreciation 
of the subsidiary affect 
only the Steambont, Tramway and Ferry 


coins does. not. 
Companies, whose incume from passenger 
ienffic is wainly in subsidiary coins ; it 
bears detrimentally on every trading con- 
cern in the Colony, for it redults in the 
enhanced cost. of living and the increased 
cost. of labour. Consider for ao moment 
how large & proportion of the Colony pays 
away subsidiary coins for commudities re- 


{ quired. Tne shopkeeper canuot afford to 


fceept five twenty-cent pieces (actually 


' worth little wore than 90 cents) in payment 
"of poods of the value «f° one silver dollar. 


He must protect himaelf Ly iuorea-iag bis 
prices, and in turn the Iabourer is com- 
pelled to demand more ‘for his hire. to 
enable him to meet his increased expenses. 
Hence a depreciated coinnge becomes u tax 
on the trade and commerce of the Colony, 
and ite extent may Le guaged when it is 
atated that the Hongkong Canton and Macao 


Steamboat Co, suffers a loss-of nearly $6,000" 


a month by exchange; the Lower Level 
Tramways Cy. about $3,000 and tie Star 
Ferry Co. about $1,000. The Govern- 
ment itself is Josing heavily on the 
depreciated coins which find their way to 
the Tre sury and the Post Office tills, and 
jt may ‘iucideatally. be mentioned that, 
though ‘subsidiary coins are lega) tender 
in the Colony up to two dollars in silver 
and one in copper, it is a matter of common 
experience that the shroffa in these Govern- 
ment departments persistentiy try to bluff 
the uveuspecting payer who tenders sub- 
sidivry co'n in excess of a dollar into giving 
them a silver dollar or a banknote, and 
when change is required from them they 
do not Sesitate to unload on the customer, 
all the subsidiary coins powsible—Chinese as 
well as British—regardiess of the limit, 
unless the victim protests. 

The Chinese authorities, of ‘course, must 
be making o“‘fine thing.” out of this 
depreciution in the value of the subsidiary 
coinase, aud it amounts to this: that the 
Colony of Hongkong und-r present. condi- 
tions is being heavily taxed to the advantage 
and profit of the Goverment cf Canton, 
This aubsidiary cuiouge evil ie as acute in 
the Coluny now as.it wns twolve months 
ago, aod if the Goveruwent is disinclined to 
act, and sct promptly, on its own initiative 
in the matter, it. is. time some ‘érganised 
effort were made to impress upon the 


/ Executive the seriousness of the situation 


and the urgent nead for adoptiag effective 
remedial .méasures, It ia generally re- 
cognised that thé first step necessary 
towurds restoring the Hongkong subsidiary 
coins to Ubeir nominn) value is ta. make the 
uttering of Chinese coins in the Colony 
iNegal and punishable, It may be ad-
